On September 9, 2012, Lieutenant John McBride, Sergeant Mark Lopez and Sergeant 
Jose J. Garcia responded to a Command Post, located at the rear parking area of 2100 
Long Beach Boulevard, Compton, in regards to a deputy involved hit shooting, where 
the suspect was struck by a deputy’s gunfire. Compton Station Deputies Daniel Hoyos 
a Marco Miranda i... involved in a vehicle pursuit and 
subsequent shooting of Suspect Benjamin Hernandez. 


Deputies Hoyos and Miranda were assigned to a two man patrol car on the PM shift, in 
the city of Compton. Deputy Miranda was the driver and Deputy Hoyos was the 
bookman. They were traveling westbound Rosecrans Avenue and stopped at the red 
signal at Santa Fe Avenue. The deputies’ radio car was positioned in the southbound 
turning lane. As they waited at the red signal, they were alerted to a sound of a vehicle 
collision in the Shell Gas Station, located on the southeast corner of the intersection. 


The deputies noticed a male (Suspect Hernandez) driving a white Chevrolet truck who 
while driving through the gas station apparently struck another vehicle and a gas pump. 
Suspect Hernandez looked in the direction of the deputies and drove away at a high 
speed, eastbound Rosecrans Avenue from the location. As Suspect Hernandez drove 
out of the gas station, the truck’s tires broke traction and screeched as he sped away. 


The deputies followed the suspect eastbound Rosecrans Avenue and attempted to 


catch up to him. They activated their lights and siren and advised via dispatch that they 
were in pursuit of a reckless drunk driver.

The suspect drove eastbound in the westbound lanes as he traveled around slower 
vehicles on Rosecrans Avenue. Several motorists were forced to move out of the 
suspect's path in order to avoid colliding with him. 


The deputies pursued the suspect to northbound Long Beach Boulevard, where the 
suspect continued to move in and out of both northbound and southbound lanes. 


The suspect continued northbound Long Beach Boulevard across Pine Avenue and 
collided with a tree on the west side of Long Beach Boulevard. 


The deputies stopped their radio car just south of the truck, at which time, the suspect 
exited the truck through the passenger's side window and ran northeast across Long 
Beach Boulevard. 


The deputies exited their radio car and followed the suspect, on foot across, Long 
Beach Boulevard. Deputy Hoyos ran ahead of Deputy Miranda. 


As the suspect came closer to the east curb line of Long Beach Boulevard, he began to 
look back at Deputy Hoyos and reached for his waistband with his right hand. 


Believing the suspect was going to arm himself with a firearm and shoot him, Deputy 
Hoyos fired one shot at the suspect, striking him. The suspect immediately fell to the 
ground and the two deputies detained him at gunpoint. Deputy Hoyos advised via 
Sheriff's radio that he was involved in a deputy involved shooting. Once assisting 
deputy personnel arrived, the suspect was handcuffed by Deputy Miranda and taken 
into custody without further incident. No firearm was recovered on the suspect or on the 
scene of the shooting. 


The suspect was treated at the scene and transported to Saint Francis Medical Center 
for a single gunshot to his torso.

Daniel Hoyos: 


Daniel Hoyos, Deputy #§§ Compton Sheriff's Station, was interviewed on April, 
10, 2014 by Sergeant Jose J. Garcia and Sergeant Mark Lopez of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau. Deputy Hoyos was represented by Mitchell Kander of Green & Shine. The 
interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and it was audio recorded. The 
following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Hoyos said he and Deputy Miranda were assigned as a two man radio car on 
the PM shift in Compton. Deputy Miranda was the driver and he was the bookman on 
the day of the incident. While on patrol in a Sheriff's radio car, they were stopped at a 
red signal westbound Rosecrans Avenue on the southbound turning lane in order to 
travel onto southbound Santa Fe Avenue. As they waited at the signal, they were 
alerted to a sound of vehicles colliding in the Shell Gas station, located on the southeast 
corner. They saw a male (Suspect Hernandez) in a Chevrolet truck that appeared to 
have struck a vehicle and a gas pump. Suspect Hernandez looked in the direction of 
the deputies and drove out of the gas station onto eastbound Rosecrans Avenue at a 
high rate of speed. When Suspect Hernandez exited the gas station, his tires broke 
traction making a screeching sound.

The suspect quickly sped up to approximately 60 to 70 miles per hour and drove around 
slower vehicles as the deputies followed the suspect eastbound. The deputies reached 
speeds of up to 55 miles per hour as they followed the suspect. 


Deputy Hoyos said the suspect was traveling eastbound on the westbound lanes forcing 
motorists to brake and move out of his path to avoid colliding with the suspect. The 
deputies activated their lights and sirens as they followed the suspect. Deputy Hoyos 
advised that they were in pursuit of a reckless drunk driver via Sheriff's radio. 


The suspect turned onto northbound Long Beach Boulevard from Rosecrans Avenue 
and continued to travel northbound Rosecrans Avenue, in and out of the northbound 
and southbound lanes. 


Deputy Hoyos said that they were never able to close their distance with the suspect 
enough to be able to read the truck’s license plate. 


Deputy Hoyos added that he believed the suspect was drunk and reckless due to his 
total disregard for the safety of others. 


The suspect traveled northbound on the southbound lanes across Pine Avenue and 
collided with a tree located on the west sidewalk of Long Beach Boulevard. 


Deputies Hoyos and Miranda arrived at the scene of the collision and Deputy Miranda 
positioned the radio car facing north just south of the truck. 


As the deputies arrived, the suspect exited the truck through the passenger's side 
window and began to run on foot in a northeast direction across Long Beach Boulevard. 


Deputy Hoyos and Deputy Miranda quickly cleared the truck’s cab of any additional 
persons and followed the suspect on foot. He saw the suspect running at a full sprint 
with his arms swinging to his sides. 


Deputy Hoyos was ahead of Deputy Miranda and knew Deputy Miranda was to his left 
as they ran. He was not aware of the distance between the two but knew they were 
together. Deputy Miranda advised assisting units via Sheriff's radio that they were in 
foot pursuit. Deputy Hoyos yelled commands at the suspect to stop running but the 
suspect ignored the commands.

Deputy Hoyos developed a concern as he saw the suspect's reckless efforts to escape. 
He believed the suspect may be running due to other felonious reasons and not just for 
a hit and run or being a reckless drunk. He was concerned that the suspect may hurt 
someone and or take someone hostage. Deputy Hoyos drew his handgun and held it in 
his hand as he ran. 


As the suspect approached the east curb of Long Beach Boulevard, he looked over his 
tight shoulder at Deputy Hoyos. Deputy Hoyos became concerned that the suspect 
may be “sizing him up” or trying to gain “target acquisition.” 


The suspect reached for his waistband as he began to look back at Deputy Hoyos. 
Simultaneously, the suspect turned clockwise toward Deputy Hoyos exposing his right 
side. Deputy Hoyos grew fearful that the suspect was going to draw a firearm and 
shoot him. From a distance of approximately ten to fifteen yards, Deputy Hoyos fired 
one single gunshot at the suspect striking him in the torso. 


The suspect fell to the ground immediately on his stomach with his hands under his 
stomach. Deputy Hoyos added that this moment happened very quickly. Deputy Hoyos 
advised via Sheriff's radio that they were involved in a shooting 


Deputy Hoyos yelled numerous times at the suspect to show his hands as he and 
Deputy Miranda held the suspect at gunpoint. 


The suspect pulled his hands out to the sides after several seconds and surrendered. 


Deputy Miranda handcuffed and patted the suspect down when assisting units arrived. 
The suspect was taken into custody without further incident. No weapon was recovered 
from the suspect. 


IAB Note: The interview was paused while Deputy Hoyos 
was given the opportunity to view a surveillance video of the 
shooting in order to discuss the incident. 


After viewing the video, Deputy Hoyos was asked if he would change any statements he 


made prior to viewing the video. He said his statements and accounts of the incident 
were consistent with what he saw in the video.

Deputy Hoyos was asked if after reviewing this incident would there be anything he 
would change, do different or better. He said he probably would have gone into 
containment mode and coordinated units in the area in the direction the suspect was 
running. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
Marco Miranda: 


Marco Miranda, Deputy Compton Sheriff's Station, was interviewed on April, 
10, 2014 by Sergeant Jose J. Garcia and Sergeant Mark Lopez of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau. Deputy Hoyos was represented by Mitchell Kander of Green & shine. The 
interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and it was audio recorded. The 
following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Miranda said that he and Deputy Hoyos were assigned to a two man radio car 
on PM shift in Compton. He was driving and Deputy Hoyos was the bookman that day. 


They were stopped at a red signal on Rosecrans Avenue on the southbound turning 
lane in order to travel southbound Santa Fe Avenue. 


As they waited at the signal, he heard a sound of vehicles colliding at the Shell Gas 
station on the southeast corner. He and Deputy Hoyos looked in the direction of the 
sound and saw a male (Suspect Hernandez) in a white Chevrolet truck which appeared 
to have crashed against another vehicle in the gas station. 


The two deputies discussed their observations and the possibility that the two motorists 
would make contact following the collision. 


As they waited, the suspect looked in the direction of the deputies and sped out and 
away from the gas station eastbound Rosecrans Avenue from the gas station. As the 
suspect sped out of the gas station, his tires broke traction. 


Deputy Miranda turned onto eastbound Rosecrans Avenue behind the suspect and 


initiated their light and siren. Deputy Hoyos advised that they were in pursuit of a 
reckless drunk driver via Sheriff's radio.

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The suspect sped away ahead of the deputies and traveled eastbound on the 
westbound lanes of Rosecrans Avenue. Deputy Miranda believed the suspect was 
surely going to collide head on with a motorist. 


Deputy Miranda said the suspect accelerated away and traveled at approximately 70 
miles per hour. They were not able to close the distance with the suspect as they 
traveled behind him at approximately 50 to 55 miles per hour. He said he could not 
read the suspect's license plate due to the distance between them. 


The suspect traveled eastbound on the westbound lanes causing motorists to brake and 
move out of the suspect's way to avoid colliding with him. 


Deputy Miranda said he also traveled eastbound on the westbound lanes behind the 
suspect. He said he hoped motorist who traveled westbound would notice his lights and 
move out of the suspect's way in order to avoid a collision. He added that he did not 
“push it” by speeding up behind the suspect to close the distance as he did not want to 
become involved in a collision himself. As the suspect traveled eastbound on the 
number one westbound lane, he turned onto northbound Long Beach Boulevard. 


Deputy Miranda believed they were pursuing a reckless drunk driver. 
The suspect continued northbound Long Beach Boulevard and traveled northbound on 
the southbound lanes. As he passed Pine Avenue, the suspect collided with a tree 


located on the west curb of Long beach Boulevard, just north of Pine Avenue. 


Deputy Miranda arrived by the truck and positioned the radio car facing north just south 
of the truck. 


The suspect exited the truck from the passenger's window and ran northeast, across 
Long Beach Boulevard. 


Simultaneously, Deputies Miranda and Hoyos exited the radio car and followed the 
suspect on foot across Long Beach Boulevard. 


Deputy Miranda said he noticed that the suspect ran at a full sprint and did not appear 
to stagger or have any difficulties moving. 
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Deputy Miranda said he was running approximately seven to ten feet behind Deputy 
Hoyos. 


Deputy Miranda developed a concern that the suspect maybe armed as well as the 
possibility that the suspect may barricade himself in someone's home if he got away 
from them. 


As they ran, Deputy Miranda broadcast via Sheriff's radio that they were in foot pursuit 
of the suspect and provided a description to assisting units. 


As the suspect neared the east curb line of Long Beach Boulevard, he looked back in 
the direction of Deputy Hoyos and reached for his waistband. 


Deputy Miranda said he became concerned that the suspect may produce a firearm as 
he ran and fire it at Deputy Hoyos. 


Deputy Miranda heard a gunshot and realized Deputy Hoyos fired at the suspect, 
striking him. The suspect fell to the ground immediately following the gunshot. 


Deputy Hoyos advised assisting units via Sheriff's radio that they were involved in a 
shooting. 


The two deputies detained the suspect at gunpoint until assisting units arrived. The 
suspect continued to be uncooperative for several seconds after falling to the ground as 
he held his hands under his waistband. The deputies ordered the suspect to show his 
hands repeatedly. Deputy Miranda patted the suspect down and handcuffed him 
without further incident. There was no firearm recovered from the suspect. 


IAB Note: The interview was paused while Deputy Miranda 
was given the opportunity to view a surveillance video of the 
shooting in order to discuss the incident. 


After viewing the surveillance video, Deputy Miranda was asked if he believed his 
statements were consistent with the video and he said his statements were consistent 
with what he saw. 


He added that on the day of the incident he did not remember seeing the school bus 
depicted in the video, which blocks the camera from a portion of the foot pursuit. 
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Deputy Miranda concluded by saying that after reviewing this incident and considering 
what he could have done different or better, he said he would have suggested to Deputy 
Hoyos that they advise Sheriff's Communication Center to patch their radio frequency 
with Century Sheriff's Station as they neared their jurisdiction. 


SUSPECT'S STATEMENT: 


On September 17, 2012, at approximately 1350 hours, Homicide Investigators Sandy 
Nava and Donald Walls contacted the suspect at Twin towers Correctional Facility- 
Treatment Center. 


When Homicide investigators questioned the suspect about the incident, he said he did 
not remember what happened that day. He said he only remembered that he had been 
shot while crossing a street.

Several attempts were made to contact Suspect Hernandez in order to conduct an 
interview with him. On April 15, 2014, Miss Victoria Orafa, Attorney at Law contacted 
the Internal Affairs Bureau. She advised that she is representing Suspect Hernandez in 
a current civil lawsuit against the County of Los Angeles, following the above incident. 
She said that she advised her client (Suspect Hernandez) to not participate in an 
interview with the Internal Affairs Bureau as statements made may contradict his 
statement in an upcoming deposition regarding this lawsuit. 
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
